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PRETTY CONCEITS.

A Kcmber of Uses to TTiilch the Octave
Envelope 3Iay Be Put.

An ordinary octavo envelope is a com-
mon enough thing, bnt, opened and em-
ployed as n pattern, it will aid you in
making articles whose use and beauty
"will surprise you. When the aavelope
has been ungummed, lay it flat on a
sheet of water color paper and draw the
pattern lightly with pencil, enlarging it
to any dimensions, but keeping the pro-
portion of parts. Cut out with scissors
or knife all but the outer flaps; those
are to have torn edges. Fold the new
envelope in shape, gumming it all ex-
cept the last flap. When dry, shade the
front and back with cobalt blue in water
color, from deep color on one side to
palest blue on the other. Then lay
aside to dry while you are preparing a
sheet of cotton wadding just large
enough to fill it.

This is pulled apart, some sachet pow-
der put in and the cotton folded together
again. Xest paint on the front of the
envelope three or fourlarge daisies, out-
lining the petals with deep cobalt blue.
The centers are indicated by a dash of
gilding, and' the edges of the envelope
are finished with it also, a tiny line,
scarcely showing unless one looks at the
edge. Insert the perfumed cotton, seal
the envelope and put an irregular splash
of gold to represent the seal. If you
wish, print in fancy gold lettering on the
front some appropriate Vords. This
idea can be carried out with different
colored paints, lavender, for example,
when heliotrope or violet perfume is
used, rose color with rose powder, etc.
The flowers to correspond may be paint-
ed outside.

Take your pattern again and cut out
of the paper as before a large envelope,
which when folded will be six inches

high and correspondingly broad, with
torn edges to the flaps. Cut from bristol
board a like envelope, a trifle smaller,
to serve as a lining. This must be cov-

ered with China silk of a hue to match
the shading you pnt on the envelope.
The whole is intended for a letter pock-
et, and after the shadms is done on
the back only, for the front of the en-
velope will become the back of the let-

ter pocket put in the silk covered bris-
tol boarJ. The nppr flap will of course
be left up and . looe pu of silk around
the opening uiay be caught m places
over the odge. thus serving to fasten
the lining witnout showing any stitches.
If preferred, the lowr part of the

gether, may be cut so the edges will
meet, but not lap, and may "03 laced to-

gether with silk cord. The same idea
may be developed into a glove, handker-
chief or cravat case, thougii of course
these must all ba made to close and not
hang on the wall. For th gloves and
cravats the envelopes mus be very long
and narrow. They should . moreover, be
scented and have sil ten cord attached
to their flaps to tie thrm with.

One of the large envelope;., not lined,
but tinted on both sido..uid ornamented
on the front would be a suitable gift for
a friend going traveling. Inside are put
tiny envelopes, all tinted to correspond
one holding pins and safety pins, one a '

little address book, one a calendar. An- - j

other may contain a memorandum book j

with a bit of pencil attached, a fifth
holds court plaster and a sixth is for
pens and postage stamps. Each small
envelope should ba labeled with the
name of its contents.

One f these tinted envelopes, the
right size, will make a very pretty case
for photographs to lay on a table. Still
another C3n be made to do duty for
holding a supply of stationery.

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HOW TO MAKE SOUP STOCK.

A Proper and Inexpensive Method of
Slaking: Sore of Good Soups.

Soup of the very best is very cheap, if
it "oe properly made. If it be not properly
made it is more expensive and not as good.
The best material, by all odds, is beef.
The next best is veal, bat when veal is
used it is wise to use beef also.

Beef, to be tare, is the most expensive of
the staple meats, but the best piece of
which to make soup is the cheapest cut in
the carcass. It is the "sticking piece,"
which is high up on the neck. It is so
called because the animal is bled from
there when slaughtered. A3 the carcass is
hung head down, the valuable juices
which you need in soup settle there. Use
also the bones which the butcher removes
from your roasting piece. Bone is good,
not so much for the marrow, though that
& good, as for the fibrin that it yields.

In addition to this material use chicken
bones or turkey bones if a roast fowl has
been carved. If a fowl has .been boiled,
use the water in which it has been cooked.
These materials blend. Do not put mut-
ton in with beef, neither any ham bones or
other pork.

As to cooking, don't boil. The hasty,
and therefore poor, cook will boil meat for
soup. Pat your meat and bones into a
stone pot or an agate ware vessel of some
kind, cover with water and simmer all day.

Xothing whatevjer should be put in the
pot, excepting what has been mentioned,
until within two hours of the time when
the soup, or rather the stock, is to be con--
sidered done.

Reviews or maneuvers of the Amazons

are held frequently during the annual
custom and are not the playf ul affairs
that they a"re in civilized countries. In
a space used as a drill ground there is
built a bank of thorny cactus bushes
about 1,300 feet lon, - feet tooad and
7 feet high. Beyond and parallel vrith
this heap is a house representing a fort.
The barefooted female warriors have to
surmount three times the heap of thorns
which represent the fortifications, de-

scend into the clear space lilea a ditch,
escalade the house, which represents a
citadel bristling with defenses, and take
the town simulated by the hut. They
are to be twice repulsed by the enemy,
but at the third assault they are victo-
rious and drag the prisoners to theking's
feet in token of success. Thj first to
surmount all the obstacles receives from
his hand tha reward of bravery, for,
says the king, "We reckon military
valor as the first of the virtues.

The king places himself at the head
of the column, harangues hia women
soldiers, inflames them, and at a given
signal they throw themselves with tho
utmost fury upon the bank of thorns
which torture their naked feet. At the
first assault, wuen the inct intrepid
hzd already gained the summit of the
house, I saw a woman soldier, who was
at one of the end3. fall to tho ground
from a height of sixteen feet. She was
wringing her hands and remained
seated, though her comrades were try-
ing to reanimate her witu courage,
when the king himself came up and
threw at her a glance and cry of indig-
nation, bhe sprang up then as if elec-

trified, continued the maneuvers and
earned off the first prize. It is impos-
sible to give an idea of tho scene.

TTood That Taper I Made From.
"Wood forms the basis of all modern

paper. Almcst any kind c&n be used,
but spruce is regarded by manufacturers
as the most serviceable in the long run.
Other kinds which may be ubed to a
greater or less degree are white pine.
Norway pine, white fir, pitch pine, pop-

lar, beech, birch, cypress, tamarack,
sweet gum and hemlock.

The best shape for the wood is in logi
four to ten inches in diameter, free from
knots and used as on sifter elliag as
possible. The next best ferra is vi the
shape of deal ends ,frm sawmilla. In-

ferior qualities of paper ara made from
slabs and edgings of woo4.

A gr?at deal depends on th quality of
the wood. If the wood is poor and lack-

ing in fiber, then the apr mad frczn
it will be weak and lacking in tough-
ness. The wood which can be used for
paper making costs all tha way frcm
$7.50 to $10 a cord in the test, aad aa
low as $3.50 a ord in the west.
